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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly amended claims, when viewed as a whole, raise new issues which would necessitate further search 
and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant asserts on page 5 that newly amended language for claim 22 overcomes a rejection under 35 USC 112-2nd paragraph. The 
Office respectfully disagrees, noting that the terminology "a capacity of a software" is still vague and ambiguous, rendering the scope of 
the claim indeterminable. It is noted that this language is not that used by one skilled in the software arts. 

Applicant asserts on pages 6-7 that the cited references do not teach the newly amended claims. To fully address such assertions would 
requre further search and/or consideration, especially concerning the differences between transcoding and adaption for output. 

Applicant asserts on page 7 that the cited references, Makipaa and Tso, are not combinable under 35 USC 103(a) based upon the 
amended claim language (i.e., primarily deleting "upon request for starting a communication"). To fully address such an assertion would 
require further search and/or consideration. It is also noted that these references are from the same field of endeavor, i.e., the 
transcoding of network-based documents. 

For these reasons, the Office maintains the current claim rejections raised in the previous Office Action. 
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
